34. (Previously Presented) A variant of a polypeptide of interest comprising a 
T-cell epitope, wherein said variant differs from said polypeptide of interest by having an altered 
T-cell epitope such that said variant produces an Immunogenic response in an individual which 
is greater than the immunogenic response produced by said polypeptide of Interest, wherein 
said T-coW epitope of said polypeptide of interest is altered to produce said variant, and wherein 
said T-cell epitope is altered by having a terminal portion of said polypeptide of Interest 
comprising said T-cell epitope replaced with a corresponding terminal portion of a homolog of 
said polypeptide of interest wherein said homolog does not comprise a T-cell epitope identical 
to said replaced T-cell epitope. 

35. (Previously Presented) The variant of Claim 34, wherein said polypeptide 
of interest is not recognized by said individual as endogenous to said individual- 

36. (Previously Presented) The variant of Claim 34, wherein said T-cell epitope 
is altered with amino add substitutions. 

37. (Previously Presented) A variant of a polypeptide of interest csomprising at 
least one T-cell epitope, wherein said variant differs from said polypeptide of interest by having 
at least one altered T-cell epitope, such that said variant produces an immunogenic response in 
an individual which is greater than the Innmunogenic response produced by said polypeptide of 
interest, wherein said at least one T-cell epitope of said polypeptide of interest Is altered to 
produce said variant, and wherein said T-cell epitope is altered by having a terminal portion of 
said polypeptide of interest comprising sakJ T-oell epitope replaced with a corresponding 
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terminal portion of a homolog of said polypeptide of interest wherein said homolog does not 
comprise a T-cell epitope identical to said replaced T-celJ epitope. 

38. {Previously Presented) The variant of Claim 37, v^rtierein said polypeptide 
of interest is not recognized by said Individual as endogenous to said individual. 

39. (Previously Presented) The variant of Claim 37, wherein said T-cell epitope 
is altered with amino acid substitutions.
